Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record fairly suggests, teaches or discloses potentiating 
the activity of anticancer agents with methoxyamine. As discussed in Applicant's 
specification, providing combinations of anticancer agents and suitable potentiators 
requires extensive empirical testing and cannot be predicted a priori (see for example 
page 2, lines 7-21 ). 

USP 6,130,217 has been cited only to demonstrate the state of the art.
